hem to crops, but lose your crop or 
et a small yield so often that, year 
n and year out, the crops on the wet 
lacs fail to. pay for your work and 
eed. They are an aggravation and 
amage now, but if properly drained, 
tie increased crop m'thera from ons 
o three years would pay the cost of 
raihage and they would thersafter 
e as productive as your best land, 
ften better than the best land you 
re cropping now.

These reports say 
Ihefa were no Americans on trie Tea- 
sel. 


A British steamer of the Moss line 


rescued all the passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew who had been able to 
escape in the ship's boats. 


Official announcement of the attack 


upon the liner was made here. It de- 
clared the vessel was attacked with- 
out warning, and as only the periscope 
of the submarine was seen, it was Im- 
possible to determine the nationality 
of tho war vessel. The liner sank in 
15 minutes after the torpedo struck, 
and many of the passengers and crew 
went down with the stricken vessel. 


The Vllle de la Ciotat was one of 


the largest vessels sunk in the Med- 
iterranean by submarine attack. She 
was of 6,390 tons. The vessel was on 
her way from Japanese ports to Mar- 
seilles. 
The deaths so far reported 


include one woman, a first cabin pas- 
senger, a stewardess and two chil- 
dren. 


The Italian liner Port Said was sunk 


by an Austrian submarine with the 
loss of six passengers and one of taa 
crew. The British steamship Yeddp, 
from Calcutta to Boston and New 
York, was sunk in the Mediterranean 
with a loss estimated at $2,000,000. 
Her crew is reported saved and she la 
believed to have carried no passen- 
gers. The Yeddo was of 4,500 tons. 


Sinking of the Belgian steamer Min- 


Istre Beeroaert, 4,200 tons, Is an- 
nounced. The crew was saved. The 
British steamer Cottingham of 613 
tons has been sunk.

British liner Arianza off the Russian 
port of Archangel reached here.

the Arianza is the largest merchant- 
man reported sunk since the war be- 
gan.

BOMBS CAUSE FIRE ON SHIP 


Blasts on British Vessel Loaded With

ESTIMATING AGE OF EARTH 


Geologists Have Differed Greatly as 


to the Time It Has Been In 


Existence. 


As long ago as 1860 John Phillips, 


the geologist, estimated that the time 
required for the deposition of the stra- 
tified rocks lay between 38,000,000 and 
96,000,000 years. This was probably 
the only estimate prior to*Kelvin's 
epoch-making paper of 1862. Since 
that time many estimates have been 
made, varying all the way from 17,000,- 
000 years to 400,000,000 years. Kelvin 
was the first to discuss the age of the 
earth considered as a cooling body. 
In 1893 Clarence King Introduced the 
Important criterion of tid'al stability 
and reached the conclusion that 24,- 
000,000 represented the conditions. 
This result was adopted by Kelvin in 
1897, 
and then he placed the limits aa 


20,000,000 and 40,000,000 years. Only 
Sir George Darwin has discussed tie 
age of the earth from a purely astro- 
nomical point of view. From his theory 
of the earth-moon system he derived 
an estimate of more than 56,000,000

Washington.—The department of 


agriculture is taking action through 
the biological survey and the for- 
est service to combat a serious wave 
of rabies infection of wild and domes- 
tic animals that Is In danger of be- 
coming widespread in the far West 
The fact that the extensive dissem- 
ination of the disease is taking place 
through the agency of coyotes makes 
the situation a difficult one to meet 


Outbreaks of rabies among coyotes 


have been noted from time to time for 
several years In parts of Washington, 
Oregon and northern Idaho, and the 
forest service undertook last year to 
aid in bringing the disease under con- 
trol by employing hunters to make 
war on coyotes in ths national forests 
o£ some infe,cted localities. 
Since, 


however, the coyotes breed in the foot- 
hills and around the outskirts of the 
forests, a more comprehensive cam- 
paign is called for. 


The eradication of coyotes in sparse- 


ly settled or rough country is said to 
be an exceedingly difficult task. 
In- 


asmuch as these aniraals are always 
a source of consideia'.le losses to the 
live stock industry of the West, con- 
gress last year provided a special fund 
of $125,000 to be spent by the bio- 
logical survey for the eradication of 
predatory animals, both in the na- 
tional forests and on the public do- 
mam, 
and from this fund a special al- 


lotment has now been made to pro- 
vide for fighting the rabies. 


The disease first appeared in parts 


of eastern Oregon and Washington 
and northern Idaho, in a region sur- 
rounded by natural barriers which 
tended to confine the outbreak. Do- 
mestic animals and human beings 
were bitten, and a good deal of alarm 
was manifested by residents of the 
infected 
districte, many of whom 


feared for the safety of their children 
on the roads to and from school. The 
disease is now reported as having ex- 
tended into northern Nevada and 
northern California, whence it nwy 
easily be carried far. 


The forest service, the biological 


survey and the state board of health 
are working together to mejt the sit- 
uation in California. Modoc and Las- 
sen counties have been put under quar- 
antine bv the state board, which has 
appointed foiest rangers inspectors in 
Modoc county Funds have been pro- 
vided by the biological survey for the 
employment of additional men and the 
purchase of traps and pcdson. 
The 


public .will be enlisted in the cam- 
paign, which will be led by the bio- 
logical survey officials and the forest 
rangers.

Hillegas was ap- 
pointed to the office July 29, 1775, 
when he and George Clymer were cho- 
sen together in the formation of what 
was the germ of the treasury depart- 
ment. Hillegas served alone through* 
practically his entire tern, however, 
as Clymer soon resigned to take u seat 
as delegate to "congress.

term expired September 11, 1789, and 
he was succeeded by Samuel Meredith. 
Both men were from Pennsylvania. 
The treasury department was formally 
organized by act of September 2,1789.

Washington.—The department of 


agriculture is taking action through 
the biological survey and the for- 
est service to combat a serious wave 
of rabies infection of wild and domes- 
tic animals that is in danger of be- 
coming widespread in the far West. 
The fact that the extensive dissem- 
ination of the disease is taking place 
through the agency of coyotes makes 
the situation a difficult one to meet. 


Outbreaks of rabies among coyotes 


havo been noted from time to time for 
several years in parts of Washington. 
Oregon and northern Idaho, and the 
forest service undertook last year to 
aid in bringing the disease under con- 
trol by employing hunters to make 
war on coyotes in the national forests 
of some infacted localities. 
Since, 


however, the coyotes breed in the foot- 
hills and around the outskirts of the 
forests, a more comprehensive cam- 
paign is called for. 


The eradication of coyotes in sparse- 


ly settled or rough country is said to 
be an exceedingly difficult task.

lotment has now been made to pro- 
vide for lighting the rabies. 


The disease first appeared in parts

ESTIMATING AGE 


Geologists Have Differed Greatly a» 


to the Time It Has 3een in 


Existence.- 


As long ago as 1860 John Phillips.' 


the geologist, estimated that the time 
required for the deposition of the stra- 
tified rocks lay between 38,000,000 and 
96,000,000 years. This was probably 
the only estimate prior Jto - Kelvin's 
epoch-making paper of IS 62. 
Since, 


that time many estimates have been 
made, varying. all the way from 17.000,- 
000 years to 400,000,000 years. Kelvin 
was the first to discuss the age of the 
earth considered as a cooling body. 
In i 1893 Clarence king introduced the 
important criterion of tidal stability 
anil reached tie conclusion- that 24,- 
006,000 represented the , conditions. 
This result was adopted by Kelvin la 
i897, and then he placed the limits aa, 
20,000,000 .and 40,000,000 .years. Only 
Sir George Darwin has discussed the 
agje of the. earth from a purely astro- 
nomical point of view.' From his theory 
of I the • earth-moon system he ': derived 
an estimate of mpre'tba'n 66,000,000 


-tween .groups of higher and lower fig- 
ures. J. Joly was the first to base 
estimates of the age of the earth, in 
1899. 
on the sodium contained in the 


ocean. Adopting the hypothesis that 
the .sodium content of the ocean i« 
derived at a constant rate, from that

Forest Service and Biological Survey 


Will Try .to Stop Wave of Infection 


of Wild and Domestic Ani- 


mals in West. 


Washington.—The department of 


agriculture is taking action through 
the biological survey end the 
for- 


est service to combat a serious wave 
of rabies infection of wi'id and domes- 
tic-animals that is in danger of be- 
coming widespread in the far West, 
The fact that the extensive dissem- 
ination of the disease is taking place 
through the agency of coyotes makes 
the situation a difficult one to meet. 


Outbreaks of rabies among coyotes 


havo been noted from time to time for 
several years In parts of Washington, 
Oregon and northern Idaho, and the 
forest service undertook last year to 
aid in bringing the disease under con- 
trol by employing hunters to make 
war on coyotes in tho national forests 
of some infected' localities. 
Since, 


however, the coyotes breed iu tho foot- 
hills and around the outskirts of the 
forests, a ^rnore comprehensive cam- 
paign is called for. 


The eradication of coyotes in sparse- 


ly settled or rough country is said to 
be an exceedingly difficult task. 
In- 


asmuch as these animals are always 
a source of considerable losses to tho 
live stock industry of the West, con- 
gress last year provided a special fund 
ot ?125,000 to be spent by the. bio- 
logical survey for tho eradication of

tional forests and on the ..public do- 
main, and from this fund a- special al- 
lotment has now been made to pro- 
vide for lighting the rabies. 


The disease first appeared in parts 


of eastern Oregon and Washington 
and northern Idaho, in a region sur- 
rounded by natural barriers which 
tended to confine the outbreak. Do- 
mestic animals and human beings 
were bitten, and a good deal of alarm 
was manifested, by residents of tho 
Infected 
districts, many of 
whom 


feared for the safety of their children 
on the roads to and from school. The 
disease is now reported as having ex- 
pended into northern Nevada and 
northern California, whence it may 
easily be carried far. 


The forest service, the biological 


survey and the state board of health 
are working together to meet the sit- 
uation in California. Modoc and Las- 
sen counties have been put under quar- 
antine by the state board, which has 
appointed forest rangers inspectors in 
Modoc county. Funds have been pro- 
vided by tho biological survey for the 
employment of additional men and tho 
purchase of traps and -poison.

public will be enlisted in the cam- 
paign, which will bo led by tho bio- 
logical survey officials and.tho forest

This should bo provided with a pro- 
te.ctod shed, onj thai is thoroly dry 
and thoroughly provided with bed- 
ding. 
While nature does her bist 


and protects the horse with a heavy 
coat of hair during the cold months, 
tho shod is necessary in order to 
afford the necessary alvalter and pro- 
tection against rains, snow and cold 
winds. 
Winter winds come mostly 


from the north and northwest, and 
the shed should be so situated and 
oon|tructed as to give the proper pro- 
tection from this quarter. 


In the feeding of icl'lo horsos the 


higher priced feeds should be avoided 
In order to keep them in proper con- 
dition at the lowest cost.

found that idle horses do very well 
on u winter feed consisting of all the 
hay, oat straw, cornstalks, or sor- 
ghums they will "consume, so 'that 
little grain 'is necossary.

From six lo eight weeks before 


spring work is .started the horses 
should be put at light work and 
started on a small grain ration in 
order that they may be in proper con- 
dition for the work required of them.

Tlie'-e find their way into grass and 
d u n k i n g uatei and are frequently 
consumed in turn by hogs, v. ,,o-,e 
looting habit contributes to this end. 
The roving dog consumes carrion and 
i aw Miceid, and attention is called 
to the fact that in disposing of viscera 
and materiiils of that kind it should 
not be t h i o w n into helds but lather, 
deployed by heat, or thrown in lime 
and thereby disposing of forever of 
the upewoim eggs that otherwise 
might, tlmi one channel or another, 
become habitants of the human sys-- 
tem.

Wintering Idle Horses, 


At this time of the year practically 


nil the heavy work on most farms has 
been finished, and with the approach 
ot winter horses are more or less 
Idle. Since idle horses give no return

labor 
performed, 
the feeding 


should he as economical as possible, 
and proper care should be taken of 
the animals in order that they may 
be in the best possible condition for 
work in tin early spring. 


Hoises should not be confined to 


Ihf bam during the winter on a 
lib ral supply of grain. 
It is far 


better to "rough" them thru the cold 
months. 
They should be given the 


l u n ol the yard or lot during the day. 
Thin should be provided with a pro- 
tected shed, on3 that is thoroly diy 
and thoroughly provided with bed- 
ding. 
While nature does her b3st 


and protects the horse with a heavy 
coat of hair during the cold months, 
the shed is necessary in order to 
affoid the necessary shelter and pro- 
tection against lains, snow and cold 
winds. 
Winter winds come mostly 


fiom the north and northwest, and 
the shed should be so situated and 
constructed as to give the proper pro- 
tection from this quarter.

work in tin early spring. 


Horses should not be confined to 


HIP barn during the winter on a 
lib - ral s'.tpp'iy of grain. 
Jt is 
far 


better to "rough" them thru the cold 
months. 
They should be given the 


run of the yard or lot during the day. 
This should be provided with a pro- 
tected shed, on; that is thoroly dry 
and 
thoroughly provided with bed- 


ding. 
While nature does her b;st 


and protects the horse with a heavy 
coat of hair during the cold months, 
the shed is necessary in order to 
afford the necessary shalter and pro- 
t e c t i o n against rains, snow and cold 
winds. 
Winter winds come mostly 


from the north and northwest, and 
the shed should be so situated and 
constructed as to give the propar pro- 
lectfon from this quarter. 


In the feeding of id'le horses the 


higher priced feeds should ba avoided 
in 'order to keep them in proper con- 
dition at the lowest cost. It has been 
found t h a t idle horses do vary well 
or. a winter feed consisting of all the 
hay, 
oat straw, cornstalks, or sor- 


g h u m s they will "consume, so 'that 
little srain is necessary. 
Idleness

A test was recently made by army 


officers In Texas relative to the feed- 
Ing value of Sudan grass for cavalry 
horses, David 8. Clarkson furnishing 
20 tons of this hay for this pupose. 
Unfortunately the hurricane of last 
August and the subsequent border 
service of the regiment has Inter- 
ferrec! with a complete report of the 
result* 
The brief roports made by 


thjf officers having the matter in 
charge indicate that Sudan grass Is 
a desirable hay, provided it Is cut 
before becoming too mature. 


Captain W. J. Scott reports as fol- 


lows: 


"For 
about a month prior to the 


atonn of August 16-17, 1915, at Tex- 
as City, Texas, I fed half of my hor- 
ses on Sudan grass and the other 
half on pralri•„ hay. 
The horses seem- 


ed to like the grass better than the 
hay and the coats of the grass fed 
ones were much better; otherwise I 
could see no difference in their con- 
dition.

Oshkosh, Dec. 20.—For tin first 


time in history, lumbermen are en- 
gaged in an active campaign In which 
the "safety first" slogan is employed. 
They hav<> been sent out today from 
the office of the Northern Hemlock 
and Hardwood Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation In this city, copies of a new set 
oJ rules issued by the Wisconsin stats 
industrial commission. 
These rules 


were prepared by a joint committee 
of the association and of ths commis- 
sion and contain thirty-six means of 
safety for men employed in the lum- 
ber camps. These are to be posted in 
bunkhouiJs for the education of the 
men. 


Accorupaning 
the 
larger 
poster 


which consists of a sheet of brlstol 
board about three feet by four, is 
the first of a series of bulletins which 
reflate and Illustrate specific accidents 
caused by a violation of one of the 
rules. The bulletins are to be issued 
at regular intervals and sent to the 
camps.

related to the death of a man who 
failed to take precautions to dodge 
the fall of a limb broken off by a 
falling tree. 
The article is graph- 


ically illustrated by a picture of 
the actual occurence.

Peculiarity of French Flag. 


It is not generally known that the 


three strips of color that make up the 
French national flag are not equal in 
width. 
When the tri-color was first 


authorized, 1792, the positions and 
proportions of the three colors were 
not stated, and such a variety of flags 
was seen that two years later the na- 
tional assembly declared that the na- 
tional standard should be formed of 
"the three national colors In equal 
bands placed vertically, the hoist be- 
ing blue, the middle white, and the 
fly red." 


For years the flag was made in this 


way, but though the bands were equal, 
they never looked equal owing to an 
optical illusion, the blue appearing 
wider than the white, and the white 
wider than the red. 


At last, after many experiments, it 


was officially decided that in every 
hundred parts the blue should be 
thirty, white thirty-three and red thir- 
ty-seven.
